F T E R Messina—What? 
The awfu l devastation wrou ght 
by British 'Royal Airforce b omb ers 
du ring the past few nights in an­ 
cient Milan, richest indu strial city 
of Italy and next to Rome the 
largest metropolis of the cou ntry, 
may well presage its destru ction, if 
indeed it hasn’t already b een vir­ 
tu ally leveled. 
That statement may come as a 
personal shock to a lot of Americans 
who, like the writer, know Milan 
well and have loved the old place, 
especially the fine cathedral which 
for more than five centu ries has 
kept its doors open to 
wayfarers 
from many lands. 
Still, war is a 
shocking b u siness at b est and this 
is one of the cities which mu st pay 
the price of Mu ssolini’s iniqu ity. 
Milan no only is the center of 
great war indu stries, b u t it lies 
north of the River Po, which ru ns 
across northern Italy frorri west to 
east and provides the strategic line 
of fortifications which the Germans 
have manned as a defense against 
any Allied advance from the sou th. 
Thu s this city, and other u nhappy 
places like neighb oring Tu rin, will 
remain in 
German-held territory 
and b e su b ject to continu al b om­ 
b ardment even If the rest of Italy 
su rrenders. 
Dispatches from Switerland 
say 
that thou sands of Milan’s Inhab i­ 
tants have 
b een 
parading

mined streets and demanding peace. 
If they were well sou th of the Po, 
su ch demonstrations might get them 
what they ask, provided other peace- 
minded cities Joined in.

Symptoms and treatm ent of men­ 
tal casualties in this war are about 
the same as they were in World 
War I, the doctor said. 
"We call lt war neurosis now," he 
said, “and we used to call it shell­ 
shock. We don’t attribute so many 
of the symptoms to the physical 
force of the shell explosion as we 
formerly did. Treatment now is 
more intensive than it used to be. 
“I believe we will find that re­ 
habilitation will be higher after 
ths war than after the first world 
war.” 
Many Return to Combat 
Dr. McCuilagh said th a t many 
mental patients are rehabilitated 
in hospitals near the combat area 
and tli at a "relatively high” per­ 
centage of these are able to return 
to combat duty without recurrence 
of their symptoms. 
The best advice Dr. McCiyiagh 
could give families and friends of 
returned 
soldiers suffering 
from 
war neurosis was to “help them get 
into some activity right away which 
will keep them busy and not be too 
hard on them."

Rio G rande’s last football win 
was a 6 to 0 verdict over Alfred 
Holbrook college back in 1937. In 
the last five years the team h asn’t 
even gained a tie—and through the 
full 1939 and 1940 campaigns it 
failed to score a point. The point 
drouth 
was broken 
a t the 
1941 
homecoming game a t Rio G rande, 
when a last-m inute pass gave the 
Redmen a touchdown. Almost 200 
fans witnessed 
th a t contest, the 
orily home game of the season, and 
they celebrated the touchdown for 
hours, although losing by 20 to 7. 
Rio G rande is a self-help college, 
each student being forced to work 
his way. The m ajority of the stu ­ 
dent body works for the college, 
there being practically no other 
Jobs available. 
¿each Beattie has little patience 
with the hundreds of larger schools 
which are giving up football be­ 
cause of the war. He summed up 
reactions with: 
"W ith our young men in Sicily, 
the Aleutians, and the southw estern 
Pacific continuing to fight In spite 
of all odds. I think it is a bad 
example for young m en back home 
to give up in the face of gasoline 
rationing or reduced manpower. 
"The opposition we face back here 
is nothing when contrasted with 
w hat our soldiers confront.
